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Letters To The Editor 





My copy of the last issue of your 
fine publication was delivered to me at 
the St. Francis Hospital where I am 
awaiting surgery. I feel that all contro- 
versial articles and criticisms such as 
your editorial “The 1961 U. S. Davis 
Cup Squad” are good for tennis. How- 
ever, in defense of myself and the 1961 
Davis Cup Squad, may I quote the fol- 
lowing reasons for making such deci- 
sions. 

First, you comment upon the size of 
the Davis Cup Squad in comparison 
with the seven foreign nations men- 
tioned in your editorial. I might say 
that, population-wise, the United States 
today has over 180,000,000 people, far 
more than the combined population of 
the seven countries which you mention. 
Also, there is no doubt in my mind or in 
that of most people who are familiar 
with tennis that if the United States 
would enter a team of 100 to compete 
against 100 from any nation in the 
world, the U. S. would win over 90% 
of the matches. It is true that momen- 
tarily, due to the fact that Buchholz and 
MacKay turned pro, we are somewhat 
crippled, but in the opinion of my com- 
mittee, Captain Freed and myself we 
feel that two or three of our youngsters 
will rise to the heights this year. Cer- 
tainly we have a number who have great 
potential. 

You also refer to players being 
“dumped” by the Selection Committee 
and that, once appointed to the squad, 
they never come back or are over the 
hill. Factually the squad is not the team. 
The team is picked from the squad as 
tournaments and ties progress. I might 
liken the squad to the training camp of 
a big league ball team where 100 or 
more hopefuls have tryouts. If they fail 
to make the major team they are farmed 
out to the various minor leagues for 
seasoning, and if you have followed 
baseball you must be aware that many 
who are sent to the minor leagues re- 
turn at a later date to become stars. 

Surely being selected for the Davis 
Cup Squad will not and cannot dis- 
courage any young players. In my opin- 
ion and in that of many thousands of 
others, such an appointment would give 
a young player the incentive to try to 
make the team which might eventually 
challenge the cup-holding nation. All my 
life I have firmly believed that encour- 
agement such as my committee gives to 
young players reaps rich dividends in 
later years. 

You say that ten years ago it was a 
rare occurrence for a player to be able

to say: “I never made the First Ten, by 
I was on my country’s Davis Cy 
Squad.” However, if you will look ba 

upon the skill of the players 10 year 
ago, there were probably six or seve 
who stood head and shoulders above th 
rest. Today, as you must know, this ji 
not the case. On a given day any men 
ber of the present Davis Cup Squad 
could defeat any other. This is unusuz 

but true. During the days of McLough 
lin, Johnston, “Tilden, Richards, Wi 
liams, Vines, Budge, Kramer, Schroede 
Gonzales, etc., we had no such problem 
because our top players stood out above 
all others. Such periods shall retur 

again. 

As for the last paragraph of your > 
torial, I am of the opinion it is some 
what facetious and on the comic side. | 
cannot take it seriously. 

I note in your Letters to the Edito 
Miss Linda Vail, whom I have know 
since she started to play tennis, made th 
comment that if the Davis Cup Squa 
had fourteen members, why not th 
Wightman Cup Squad? For her in 
formation Wightman Cup competition is 
between England and the United State 
and lacks the international scope o 
Davis Cup competition. Furthermore. 
the Wightman Cup Team is generally 
selected only two or three weeks prior to 
the matches.

THE NEWPORT CASINO 


The Newport Casino was constructed 
in the year 1880, and in the year 1881 
the first National Singles Championship 
was played on the Casino lawns. This 
event was continued there through 1914. 
Since that date the Casino has had an 
Invitation Men’s Singles and Doubles 
Tournament which has traditionally 
been the dress rehearsal for the National 
Doubles at Longwood and the Singles 
at Forest Hills. 

Until 1951 there was no center court, 
as is understood by the word. Three 
sides of the championship court were 
taken up by umbrellas at ground level, 
which made it impossible for standees 
to have an appreciable view of the play. 
In 1951 a grass terrace was erected on 
which these umbrellas were placed, so 
that the non-reserved seats could be 
placed at court level, and enjoyment of 
the play brought to the day-by-day spec- 
tator as well as those who had reserved 
boxes and umbrellas. There are now 
twelve tournament courts. The Casino is 
fortunate in having an utterly dedicated 
groundsman, Joe Leandra, whose main 
object in life is to produce better grass 
at Newport than at any other grass 
court tournament in the country. 

The buildings of the Casino are 
architecturally the same as when erected 
in 1880. They were designed by Stan- 
ford White. If the ghost of Richard D. 
Sears, the first Champion, should come 
back to Newport, he would find the 
Casino almost unchanged. He would 
enter through the same portal, walk 
through the same forecourt, and view 
the same lawns and dressing-rooms as 
were in existence when he won his first 
Championship. 

Up and through 1914, a band played 
from eleven o'clock in the morning 
until luncheon time, then continued in 
the afternoon. Many of the old players 
remember almost waltzing to the net in 
those happy old days. The band has

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gone and, alas, there is little chance of 
its being brought back. However, the 
bandstand still remains, a witness to 
— good old pre-First World War 
ays. 

The idea of the Tennis Hall of Fame 
at the Newport Casino was born in 
1954, and its first President was Mr. 
William J. Clothier, National Champion 
in 1906. Since his retirement James H. 
Van Alen, who is also President of the 
Casino, has taken on the duty. This year, 
as every year since its inception, the Hall 
of Fame will have its Annual Meeting 
and luncheon on the Saturday of Ten- 
nis Week prior to the enshrinement of 
those names which have been voted in 
this year. This is truly a memorable 
occasion and was never more so than 
in 1957, when Maurice McLoughlin and 
Richard Norris Williams were enshrined 
at the same time, standing on the same 
turf on which they fought their historic 
final in the year 1914. This was truly a 
great moment for President James Van 
Alen, who as a small boy witnessed his 
first Championship that year of 1914. 

For the last three years the Casino, 
through its President, has been cham- 
pioning a method of controlling the 
length of the matches and the over- 
powering advantage of the service and 
has sponsored three Consolation Tour- 
naments which have given the players 
beaten in the early rounds of the regu- 
lar tournament a chance for more com- 
petitive play. 

This year’s Newport Casino Invitation 
promises to be another excellent tennis 
event, with the top Americans as well 
as a number of overseas visitors par- 
ticipating. The Pepsi-Cola plaque will 
be presented to the tournament chair- 
man, James Van Alen, on the final day 
of the tournament. The tribute typifies 
the continuing support of friendship- 
building sports activities by Pepsi-Cola 
bottlers throughout the world.

Expense accounts by 
officials lead to expense demands by 
players. Let all committees be composed

From 
bodies sub-committees may be formed 
which are validly equipped to study 
tennis problem seriously and disp 
sionately.

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EDITORIAL 


A COLORFUL 
AMATEUR YEAR 


There has never been a more interesting Wimble- 
don than the 1961 Championships. There were no 
real stand-outs, particularly in the women’s events, 
but that was one of the primary attractions of the 
tournament. The general calibre was excellent, and 
you could flip a coin on any match, including many of 
the first rounds. It was real old-fashioned thriller 
material. Every contest was do-or-die in the great 
amateur tradition. 

Rod Laver is at least even with some of the great 
touring pros, but Pierre Darmon was within five 
points of victory in their magnificent five-setter. 
Nicky Pietrangeli, who sparked Italy to the Chal- 
lenge Round last winter, went out to a slugging Chris 
Crawford. Among the early losers were such colorful 
players as Manuel Santana, Dennis Ralston and 
Jackie Douglas. The draw was packed with talent, 
including such international personalities as bulldog- 
gish Chuck McKinley, the terrible tempered Bob 
Hewitt, big-serving Mike Sangster, the trained-down 
Luis Ayala, fighting Billy Knight, racket artist Anto- 
nio Palafox and the inscrutable Ramanathan Krish- 
nan. Out before the round of 16 were the Germans, 
the Poles, the Russians, the French, the Swedes and 


| the Spaniards. 


The year 1961 will be remembered at the All Eng- 
land Club for the depth of the participating talent 
(several Davis Cuppers were eliminated in the quali- 
fying rounds at Roehampton) , the international char- 
acter of the players (England, Chile, Mexico, India, 


- Venezuela and South Africa, as well as the U.S. and 


Australia had representatives in the round of 16) 
and the personal magnetism of literally scores of com- 
petitors. Englishmen had the opportunity of watch- 
ing USSR star Toomas Leius open the Centre Court 
against Rod Laver. They briefly glimpsed the incred- 
ible Manuel Santana, they watched in disbelief as 
Whitney Reed made his usual quota of winners with 
his back to the net, and they appraised such new- 
comers as leggy Frank-Froehling and blond Billy 
Bond, and such vets as two-handed Bob Howe and 
14-time visitor Gar Mulloy. 

The absence of Maria Bueno and Darlene Hard 
had, amazingly enough, no perceptible effect on the 
quality of the women’s draw. The British, the Aus- 
sies, the South Africans and the Americans were bril- 
liant. Little Nancy Richey played one of the great

matches of the tournament in the first round. Hantze, 


Moffitt, Bricka, Chabot and Hanks of the U. S. are 
still in their teens, but so are brilliant Aussies Mar- 


garet Smith, Lesley Turner and Robyn Ebbern. 


The quality of play among these girls is simply 
astonishing. If they are not yet as good as Bueno, it 
is a fair bet that four and possibly more will be knock- 
ing at the door before the year is up. The sturdy Eng- 
lishwomen—big, hard-hitting Christine Truman, fair- 
haired indomitable Ann Haydon and heady baseliner 


Angela Mortimer—matched their experience and de- 


termination against the grace and natural talent of 
Smith, Hantze and Moffitt. The pulchritude of 
Sandra Reynolds, Renee Schuurman and Lynn Hut- 
chings of South Africa, the dancing charm of Yola 
Ramirez and the elfin features of Mimi Arnold 
enhanced the round of 16. It would not have been too 
risky to bet that against this field, either Bueno or 
Hard would have failed to reach the quarter-finals. 
The final round of the Championships is the cul- 
mination of the fortnight, but it is the quality of the 
early round play that makes the tournament a true 
success. The average of play, with some occasional 
interruptions, has been rising steadily over the post- 
war years. The year 1961 marked the apex of the 
trend. It will take many years before a promoter will 
be able to gather together a comparable group of pro- 
fessional players. The 124 men and 96 women who 
participated in the singles events were the strongest 
in depth, in national representation and in general 
gallery appeal that the game has ever known. 
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Men’s Champion Rod Laver hits a backhand overhead, a shot 
which only a few champions handle offensively. Rod has a 
powerful wrist action and snaps the ball with touch and speed. 
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Women’s Champ Angela Mortimer is the most consistent and 

headiest baseliner in tennis today. Her victory, accomplished 

after almost a decade of failures, was predicted by former

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ROD LAVER IS 1961 
WIMBLEDON CHAMP 


Aussie Beats Chuck McKinley In Final, 
Angela Mortimer Wins Over

The real favourite for the men’s singles title at Wimbledon 
was always the man who won in the end, Rod Laver. Of- 
ficially Neale Fraser was the top choice, but his No. 1 
seeding was forced upon the committee. Had Fraser’s cur- 
rent form been taken as the yardstick then he could hardly 
have been found a seeding place at all. It was all or nothing, 
and because he was the reigning champion Fraser was ac- 
corded the status of top seed. Laver was automatically No. 2, 
but nobody thought of him for one moment as anything 
but the most likely winner. 

He became so with some magnificence. There were early 
rounds in which he had to struggle, but when it really mat- 
tered he worked himself into majestic form. In the last 
three matches, against Luis Ayala, Ramanathan Krishnan 
and Chuck McKinley, he did not yield a set nor, indeed, 
did he look like doing so. 

This, at Wimbledon’s 75th meeting, was not a vintage field 
for the men. Even so Laver stood out as the one contender 
with the necessary class to wear the champion’s mantle with 
becoming dignity. McKinley, by getting to the final, did 
splendid service for himself and for the prestige of America. 
But neither in prospect nor in actual fact could he pretend 
to the same stature as the man from Rockhampton, losing 
finalist to Alex Olmedo in 1959 and to Fraser the year 
before. 

Britain prospered in the event as it had not done since 
before the war. Mike Sangster made himself a semi-finalist 
and that gave us much to crow about in England. Bobby 
Wilson played one splendid match and was in the last 
eight for the third time. He coped with Fraser but not with 
the ebullient energies of McKinley, who made himself the 
most spectacular fellow at this year’s meeting and, because 
of that, one of the most popular. 


Round One 
The start of the 75th Wimbledon Lawn Tennis Champion- 


ships was not the most auspicious, and a dismally wet 
opening day brought completion to only 16 of the 64 sched- 
uled matches. Not until the Tuesday evening was the field 
narrowed down to the tidy number of 64 when it could be 
seen that of the 19 Australians who started (more than any 
nation), 14 had survived. The United States, with 18 to 
begin, had 14 also; while Britain, with 17 in the original 
list, had but seven. The other survivors ranged over 21 
different nationalities. There were no Russians. 
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This was the fourth time the U.S.S.R. had sent players 
to Wimbledon, and certainly in Britain the fact continues 
to arouse great curiosity. Knowing their determined attitude 
toward sport, it was taken for granted from the first they 
might soon start to do fine things and, indeed, for the 
limited experience they get, the Russian players are pretty 
good, especially the lively and energetic Toomas Lejus from 
Estonia, who now ranks almost as an old Wimbledon hand. 
But with international experience only at Beckenham and 
Queen’s Club two weeks prior to Wimbledon and, last year 
only, with a visit to the French Championships in Paris, no 
Russian player seems to be given his head. One axiom of 
lawn tennis is that you cannot get good in your own back- 
yard, and it is hard to see the Russians developing into 
solid world class until they get out on the big circuits. 

Lejus had the distinction of starting the Centre Court 
| programme on the first day against Rod Laver. He played 
bravely, came up to the net on every possible and impossible 
}occasion, but never got to grips with Laver’s service and 
was dismissed quickly with all the minor honours of one 
who had fought a hopeless battle bravely. But why Laver 
starting on the Centre Court instead of the holder, Neale 
Fraser? This has always been Wimbledon’s tradition and 
no one can remember when it was not so. There was a lot 
of feeling over this, it being held a discourtesy towards 
Fraser, a notoriously sporting title holder. 

The official and public excuse was that the Centre Court 
deserved nothing but the best since the biggest paying cash 
customers are there, but this did not really hold water since 
Fraser’s starting match, held on Court One, was against 
Rudy Hernando and, both in prospect and in fact, it was 
barely less one-sided than the Laver contest. I would be 
breaking confidence if I revealed the true reason, which 
had nothing to do with Fraser and dealt with an eventuality 
that did not after all come about because of the rain, but it 
is quite certain that the Management Committee intended 
no discourtesy towards Fraser and, indeed, told him about 
the state of affairs and got his consent beforehand. It is a 
mistake to think that the All England Club is devoted in a 
hide-bound way to tradition. Where else, I would ask, is 
the moving force in Britain behind the move for (a) Open 
Tournaments and (b) the abolition of the professional- 
amateur distinction? The gentlemen at the All England Club 
have their feet well on the ground, as well they might with 
an event that turns a nice profit of $150,000. 

None of the eight seeds, Fraser, Laver, Pietrangeli, Emer- 
son, Santana, Ayala, Krishnan or McKinley, to name them 
in their merit order, had any bother in this round. Only 
McKinley lost a set, but in doing so he had the distinction 
of providing the jolliest and most lively encounter of the 
round. Spectacle is important at Wimbledon (which even on 
the wet starting day had more than 18,000 spectators), and 
' McKinley provided it in full measure when he came onto 
the Centre Court on Tuesday against the Italian, Sergio 
Tacchini. Chuck went round the court like a lighted squib, 
exploding all over the place and playing many of his most 
striking shots with both feet off the ground. Tacchini, a 
lively fellow himself, responded in the same way, deservedly 
filched the third set, and all in all the Championships were

The only surprising result of the round was the loss by 
the Swede, Ulf Schmidt, to Ken Fletcher, one of the official 
Australian team. But Schmidt was only at shadowy strength 
because of a nasty foot infection. The delightful Italian 
craftsman, Beppi Merlo, went out to the German, Wilhelm 
Bungert, though he won the first set and led 5-2 in the 
second. Merlo at Wimbledon is like a fish out of water, and 
most of his guile is killed by the pace of the courts.

This dreamy and engaging personality 
cannot have had many and, indeed, had had very few wins 
of any description this season. He beat the Australian, Ken 
Fletcher, 6-0 in the fifth set to provoke the comment that 
Fletcher had somehow managed to out-Sirola Sirola. Then, 
too, there was an oddity about Australian Bob Hewitt’s 
victory over Ron Holmberg in the fourth set. In the 
eleventh game of the first set there was a game of thirteen 
deuces and no one was able to think of a longer one. 


Round Three 

The reduction of the field to the last 16 brought more 
excitements than expected. It eliminated the challengers 
from the continent of Europe entirely, including the No. 3 
seed, Pietrangeli, and brought five Australian survivors, four 
British and two Americans. The last were McKinley and 
Chris Crawford, who made himself the day’s chief hero 
by beating Pietrangeli. The four British winners, Wilson, 
Sangster, Knight and Roger Taylor, raised much rejoicing 
in the home ranks. Not since 1936 had so many home men 
gone so far, and those of us who have spent post-war years 
writing obituary matches for British players revelled in 
being able to talk of life rather than death. 

The biggest work of the round, however, was done by the 
21-year old Crawford. He was nervous when he began 
against so formidable a man as Pietrangeli. He lost the 
first set, and then, when he found that the Italian was not

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the dread magician he had imagined him to be, settled 
down to inflict the merits of his capable serve and volley 
technique on the fast turf. Pietrangeli was a long way short 
of his best. Except for the occasional brilliant shot his 
touch failed him. Crawford at times gave the impression of 
being apprehensive of his own success, nervily wandering 
round in circles and showing all the signs of “elbow.” But 
if his first service failed him towards the end, his second 
never let him down and he volleyed his way to a competent 
victory. Falling behind spurred him on always and in the 
fourth set, when he had already got the break to put him in 
sight of winning, he came up in one game from love-40 and 
from 15-40 in the last one of all, the tenth. 

Crawford’s win tore the hole in the seeding list even 
wider. Pietrangeli was in the same quarter as Santana, and 
the Italian’s removal meant that at least one semi-final 
would be an unseeded player, the contenders for the place 
at this stage being Crawford, the Venezuelan Iyo Pimentel, 
the South African Segal, and Sangster. 

Crawford was one hero, Sangster another. This Britisher, 
sturdily erect in posture and with a presence on court that 
must be worth many points, beat Dennis Ralston after yield- 
ing the first two sets, a splendid come-back on a burningly 
hot day. No one would have forecast with confidence the out- 
come of this hard-hitting battle beforehand. To begin Rals- 
ton was certainly the better, for though his own service had 
not quite the sting of Sangster’s express delivery, his return 
of service was much the superior. He lobbed better, and 
good lobbing is rather a strong point of Sangster. His touch 
on the volley was sounder, and though Sangster had two 
points for taking the opening set, he did not get near to 
winning either. Then, half- way through the third set, Sangs- 
ter got the knack of returning service. He could not have 
timed his improvement better, for it came when the sharp 
edge of Ralston’s shots had become a trifle blunted with 
the strain of a long and hard encounter. Sangster eventually 
got his win by breaking Ralston’s service in the tenth game 
of the fifth set. 

Heroics were also indulged in by Billy Knight, playing in 
his first tournament since meningitis struck him down in 
Colombia early in the year, a set-back followed by the 
death of his mother and bad injuries to his father in a 
motor accident in England. Knight trailed one set to two 
against the young American, William Bond, and at 4-5 in 
the fourth set was within a shot of losing. At the end of the 
second set he looked so exhausted that George Worthington, 
the All England Club coach, suggested he might be wise to 
retire. Knight saved the match with one of his forehands, 
went on to take the set 9-7 and, with Bond more worn out 
than he was, ran through the fifth set at love. Young Taylor 
followed more mundane courses. He lost the opening set to 
Mustapha Belkhodja, a Tunisian who failed to qualify for 
the Paris Championships but who did reasonably well in 
the French title meeting. The fourth British win was had 
by Wilson at the expense of Jack Frost. He played very 
well to avenge the defeat he had had from Frost in the 
Manchester tournament. 

Laver had another five setter, this time against the Ger- 
man, Bungert, but he never looked like losing. Fraser had a 
four setter against another Aussie, Martin Mulligan. Mc- 
Kinley, still full of fire, won over the same distance against 
the Pole Gasiorek. Emerson, in the fourth set also, was too 
mobile and accurate for Douglas. Ayala had Frank Froehling 
down in three sets and Krishnan did Sirola, who ceased to 
dream only in the second set, in four. 


Round Four 


A momentous round! A fine one for Britain, which has 
lived on a starvation Wimbledon diet since the war; a 
calamitous one for Fraser, who lost his title; and not a very 
good one for the United States, which was left with only 
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McKinley in the last’ eight. Both Laver and Emerson camp 
through without anguish, but the only quarter-finalist fp 
emerge without having lost a set to anyone was Ayala, 
the end of Wimbledon’s first week, which was five glorious 
days of burning sun after the damp Monday opening and 
with a Centre Court looking more like a dust bow! than 
living memory could recall, the last eight were Laver, Ayala, 
Emerson, Krishnan, Sangster, Pimentel, McKinley and Wil 
son. 

Wilson fulfilled his genius by beating Fraser. This was a 
memorable match lasting two hours twelve minutes, and ] 
suppose not one of the 15,000 spectators around the Centre 
Court budged from the first shot until the last, save only 
those unfortunates who passed out with heat stvahes. It was 
not a bad performance by Fraser, but it was certainly a 
superlatively good one by Wilson who manfully wrested a 
hard won victory mainly on the merits of a killing backhand 
passing shot. 

Fraser began with impeccable and commanding strength 
while Wilson fumbled. The opening set was rattled off to 
Fraser in less than 15 minutes. It was too good to last from 
an Australian viewpoint and too bad to be endured from a 
British. Then Wilson found his touch and Fraser was, for 
a time, entirely tamed. Wilson lost no games at all in the 
second set and, as he roared ahead to 5-2 in the third, I 
could not recall any recent Wimbledon player performing 
better. Wilson had only to put his racket to the ball to 
project a searing winner, with chalk flying and Fraser left 
aghast yards away. 

At 5-3 Wilson served. Then he missed as he had not done 
since the first set and played a bad game. It was his only 
bad game after the shock opening, but it was enough to let 
Fraser back into the match. Wilson never recovered the full 
extent of his former genius, but then neither did Fraser find 
his first set perfection again. Nevertheless each man played 
pretty well, virtually every point being decided on strength 
of shot rather than failure. This tense third set lasted more 
than an hour. Three times Wilson had to hoist himself up 
from 15-40. Fraser was more commanding behind his own 
delivery until the 24th game. Then he fell to love-40, man- 
aged to salvage one set point, but had to yield the next to 
Wilson’s splendid backhand accuracy. 


The temperature was well over 100° in the sun, and it 
was no wonder that in the fourth set both players showed 
signs of wilting. Fraser had long since donned his floppy 
Australian linen hat and Wilson had tied a water soaked | 
handkerchief around his neck. Wilson, it seemed, was ready | 
to let the set go by as he lost a love service game for 2-4, 
but Fraser did not have the strength to press his advantage 
home. Wilson, encouraged, climbed back to lead 5-4 and 
they were at it hammer and tongs on service power all over | 
again. Again Wilson had the peril of 15-40 on his delivery. | 
Then, in the 16th game of the set, Fraser fell to 15-40. One 
match point was saved with a stop volley that came off the 
wood. Then Wilson’s backhand pass sped straight down the 
line to leave Fraser looking vainly for the ball and the 
salvation of his title. 

Thus passed the champion, one of the most popular and 
sporting title holders of recent years. He confessed after- 
wards that his knee injury had not bothered him. Great was 
the joy in the ranks of the British game, for not only was 
Wilson in the last eight (he reached the same stage in 1958 
and 1959) but Sangster had got there the day before as 
well. Sangster had relatively little difficulty in beating Abe 
Segal. He had the precedence of a victory not long before 
in the Davis Cup tie in Birmingham against South Africa 
when they met in the last rubber which, though a dead one, 
was productive of a stirring contest. Neither played so well 
on the Centre Court as they had done before and Sangster 
got few of his lightning first deliveries into court. But his

After preparing himself 
for the Championships such as he had never done before, 
eschewing te continental hard court tournaments and play- 
ing with the pros in California, he ran into Laver just as 
that Australian was running into his finest form. He was 
wafted out of the way with only six games to solace him. He 
had no time to do what he wanted, and in the third set 
there was the spectacle of him desperately standing almost 
on the service line to counter Laver’s delivery. But he was 
out-driven and out-volleyed and was a beaten man within 
the hour. 

So, too, was Roy Emerson. The soft-serving Krishnan, 
calm and inscrutable, apparently with the knack not only 
of knowing where Emerson was to hit the ball but of being 
at that very spot, dealt out adroit oriental magic to whip 
through the Australian in three brief sets. The match was a 
constant stream of superb stop volleys, acute and subtle 
angles, and all the easy majesty of superb touch on the 
part of the Indian. Emerson was not allowed to know if he 
were coming or going, and after he had collected but one 
game in the first set, a single service break—in the fifth 
game of the second and the seventh of the third—neatly 
settled his destiny. Emerson can not have been made to 
look so inferior a player for a long, long time. 

Sangster had equally wide superiority over Pimentel, not 
because he was all that good—he was briskly efficient in 
his power game but hardly more than that—but because the

Venezuelan appeared anxious not to endure the rigours of 
a quarter-final on Wimbledon’s Centre Court too long. He 
certainly found nothing to contain Sangster and was never 
anything but restless and ill at ease. It was a disappointing 
match for the spectators (including little Princess Anne in 
the Royal Box), delighted though they were to see an Eng- 
lishman advance ahead. 

The only fireworks of the round came between McKinley 
and Wilson. Chuck was a tornado, and after a bit Wilson 
almost grew afraid to put away a widely-angled volley for, 
it seemed, the further from McKinley he put the ball, the 
quicker the American ran and projected back a shot all 
the faster. Whether Wilson was rattled by McKinley’s dy- 
namism or whether he just reacted from his splendid effort 
in the round before is impossible to say, but he was cer- 
tainly not one half as sharp as he had been against Fraser. 

The electric McKinley gave a good deal away in his 
bustling progress, but not enough to deter him from victory. 
Nor was he without his subtle touches amid his rambunctious 
punching. There were superb stop volleys and, even more, 
lobs that were killing in their accuracy. Having bustled 
Wilson out of the first four games he never lost his basic 
command of the situation. In the second McKinley was well 
in control, breaking service in the fifth game. In the third 
set British optimism saw some slight signs of McKinley 
tiring and, heaven knows, he had burnt up energy enough 
to deserve to be. There was a McKinley double-fault which 
enabled Wilson to get the tenth game and the set. But after 
2-all in the fourth set it was Wilson who tired just as Mc- 
Kinley got a second wind. The American resumed his thump- 
ing winners from all over the court and rattled on to what 
was a victory achieved in the most meteoric way at Wimble- 
don since the peak days of Jean Borotra more than 30 years 
before. 

The Semi-Finals 

Not Wimbledon’s greatest penultimate round. Laver came 
through to his third successive final by beating Krishnan, 
and McKinley bounded through Sangster. Neither winner 
ever looked like being anything else and it was, in truth, 
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rather a dull day. The Centre Court, normally as smooth as 
a billiard table even at this stage of the meeting, was wear. 
ing less well than in other years. It was dry and dusty and 
there were more bad bounds than anyone could remember, 
Anywhere else such bad bounds would have gone unnoticed, 
but with a standard of perfection set by the All England 
Club ground staff for year after year, they stood out. In 
most years one sees three or four bad bounds during the 
whole two weeks; this time there were three or four in 
every set. It was still a pretty good court. 

Krishnan was as effectively beaten by Laver as he himself 
beat Emerson in the match before. It was a curiously life. 
less contest and most marked was the Indian’s inability to 
imprdvise. He was grand when the rally went entirely to 
his plan, but if a shot was not as he anticipated then the 
point was as good as lost. There were no rallies of any 
length and the whole affair went along in staccato fashion, 
In contrast, too, was the difference in service pace. Krishnan 
could in no way match Laver’s penetration on delivery nor, 
for that matter, his speed of shot. Laver hustled him into 
quick defeat in less than the hour. 

British optimists who dreamed of Sangster getting 
through to the final against McKinley were unrealistic. 
Sangster, for all happy service power and manly, forth- 
right, aggressive approach to the game, was not quite the 
standard yet to look well as a Wimbledon semi-finalist. Me- 
Kinley buzzed around him like an angry wasp, stinging him 
here and stinging him there in a furore of energy, and 
Sangster just had to endure the punishment. McKinley re- 
turned service well and Sangster did not serve so well as he 
could. This, I think, was cause and effect, for the American’s 
response to his delivery was such as to make him try over- 
hard. The upshot was more double-faults than usual, 10 in 
all, including three games where he sinned twice. Like the 
other semi-final it was all sharp, quick rallies, though neither 
man revealed the easy touch of Laver or Krishnan. Thus 
the St. Louis player made himself the first American to 
reach the final since Tony Trabert’s victory there in 1955. 
It was not bad for the No. 8 seed!

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The Final 


This brief, one-sided contest lasted only 55 minutes and 
left the statisticians busy arguing as to which was the 
shortest final in the history of Wimbledon. Laver over- 
whelmed and outclassed McKinley and left no doubt what- 
soever that he was the best man in the field. The Australian 
pulled out an easy, flowing game with the imprint of class all 
over it. McKinley, volatile and energetic, was made to 
look crude by comparison. 

Laver played his best of the meeting. He was throughout 
the most searching in all he did. If he played a passing shot 
it was projected to within inches of where he aimed. If he 
played a volley he put the ball on the line. Even McKinley’s 
mobility could not keep up with it all. It was a grand dis- 
play by Laver, and McKinley had no choice but to submit. 
Of course he did not do so readily, but his scurrying about 
the court was brought to nought and not even he, with his 
knack of hurling himself at the ball, could do anything to 
stop the Australian dominance. 

It was, in fact, a brave but losing resistance by an out- 
classed McKinley. The basic weapon which inflicted so much 
damage on him was Laver’s fast service. With it McKinley 
just could not cope. Laver served 13 times during the course 
of the final. McKinley earned just 18 points against it. One 
game he forced to deuce three times, another to deuce the 
once, but for the rest he was nowhere. There was just one 
occasion when McKinley reached game point against Laver’s 
delivery. That was when he led 3-2 in the opening set and 
stood within sight of leading 4-2. Had he got thus in front, 
one could not help but wonder whether he might not have 
rattled Laver into more imperfections. But Laver yielded 
only one out of the next eleven games. McKinley was only 
able to win one game and ten points in the drastically one- 
sided second set which lasted only 18 minutes. 

With Laver thus two sets up it was all over but for the coup 
de grace. McKinley resisted manfully but unavailingly. The 
decisive blow came in the ninth game when his service was 
taken for the fifth time in all. Then Laver served for the 
match, went to 40-15, missed two match points (or, rather, 
McKinley saved one of them) but was then inexorably power- 
ful on the volley and took game, set and championship with 
something of a flourish. It was a very fine match by Laver, 
whose return of service was generally killingly effective. It 
recalled to mind Lew Hoad’s outclassing of Ashley Cooper 
in 1957 and Jack Kramer’s sweeping destruction of Tom 
Brown a decade before. 


Men’s Doubles 


The men’s doubles at Wimbledon has been rather a gamble 
in recent years for the seeding committee. There were un- 
seeded winners in 1957 with Gardnar Mulloy and Budge 
Patty, in 1958 with Sven Davidson and Ulf Schmidt and 
last year with unseeded champions Rafael Osuna and Dennis 
Ralston and unseeded runners-up Bobby Wilson and Mike 
Davies. The champions, by the way, did not defend for 
Osuna was not over and Ralston paired with Chuck Mc- 
Kinley. 

The first surprise came in the first round when the third 
seeds, Nicola Pietrangeli and Orlando Sirola, were beaten 
by Australians Will Coghlan and maestro Bob Howe. I call 
it a surprise, but who is now surprised at any result, win or 
loss, achieved by the Italian’? Coghlan and Howe had a 
complete victory in the fourth set. Sirola seemed delighted 
at the success of his opponents, at least when he was not 
thinking about the delights of his home in Italy or some such 
other place remote from the All England Club. The main 
curiosity about this result was the fact that in the previous 
week in the London Championships meeting at Queen’s Club, 
Coghlan and Howe failed to get by a club pair, Bernstein 
and Gordon.

The next seeds to go were Ayala and Krishnan, No. 4. 
They won three matches without ado, only being taken be- 
yond the third set by Frank Froehling and Martin Riessen. 
The Australians, Bob Hewitt and Fred Stolle, were altogether 
too sharp for them in the quarter-final. 

Laver and Bob Mark were the second seeds. The Aus- 
tralian title has belonged to them for the last three years. 
They made the semi-final comfortably, but that was the end 
of their progress. Hewitt and Stolle took the second, third 
and fourth sets against them in a burst of zest. It could have 
been that Laver was thinking of his men’s singles final the 
next day, but Mark was the major weakness. 

In the other half of the draw Emerson and Fraser, the 
winners in 1959, sailed happily along as top seeds into the 
last four. Nothing contained them until the quarters, when 
the hard hitting of McKinley and Ralston forced them to 
four sets. The other semi-finalists were Ken Fletcher and 
John Newcombe, who had hard times of it against Coghlan 
and Howe and, in the quarters, against the British pair of 
Alan Mills and Wilson. 

There were four Australian pairs in the semi-finals! It 
was almost too much of a good thing and unique in the 
long history of Wimbledon. Emerson and Fraser entered the 
final by beating Fletcher and Newcombe in three sets. They 
survived numerous crises in the first set where Fletcher and 
Newcombe four times had a chance of taking it. Then they 
took the second which, though two games longer, was with- 
out danger for them. That was enough.to make the under- 
dogs submit fairly tamely in the third. The impression left 
was that more would be heard of Newcombe, only just 17, 
at future meetings. 

Emerson and Fraser got the title against Hewitt and Stolle 
after two and a half hours, one of the longest finals certainly 
for many years. And it was one of the best, though amid all 
the fireworks there was the impression of Fraser as a rather 
tired man. The losers missed a great chance in the third 
set when they did not clinch a lead of 3-1. Eventually, in a 
cut and thrust fifth set, Emerson and Fraser broke Hewitt’s 
service in the 14th game after Fraser had failed to take his 
earlier chance for the match when serving at 5-3. This was 
more Emerson’s match than Fraser’s.

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MORTIMER BEATS TRUMAN

The 75th Anniversary meeting of The Lawn Tennis Cham 
pionships will long be remembered as the glorious yea 
when two English girls reached the final. The last occasio 
was in 1914. Not since 1937, when Dorothy Round won t 
title, had an English girl been the Champion. This was 4 
cidedly Ladies’ Year. The accent was on youth, on brigh 
personalities and on new faces, which compensated for th 
absence of the holder, Maria Bueno, and the American cha 
pion, Darlene Hard. The lovely-looking newcomers, whos 
chic wardrobes matched their sparkling talent, entranced th 
Wimbledon fans with the brilliance of their play. 

The brightest match of the early round was played be 
tween Margaret Smith of Australia, seeded No. 2, an 
unseeded Nancy Richey of Texas. Both were making thei 
Wimbledon debuts. At Queen’s the previous week, Nancy 
had beaten Lesley Turner, No. 4, and Christine Truman, No, 
6. Richey went out to Smith in a brilliant final just thre 
days before their Wimbledon Centre Court battle. Unfortu 
nately Nancy injured her back at Beckenham and it becamé 
increasingly worse during Queens. It was only with the hel 
of massage, heat and large quantities of tape that she wa 
able to play at all. From the Saturday when the last bal 
was hit at Queens until she walked on to the Centre Court 
“The Texas Kid,” as the British Press called her, had no 
hit a ball; neither had she set foot on the Wimbledon turf 
What a preparation to challenge the Champion of Australia! 
But Nancy has courage, determination and poise in abun. 
dance, as well as the most glorious ground strokes since

As the two girls entered the Centre Court at 6 P.M., the 
arena was hushed in expectation. The magnificently built 
Australian, Frank Sedgman’s protégé, is one of the mos 
beautiful movers in tennis and she, too, has the poise and 
star quality of a future champion. Poker-faced Nancy, wear- 
ing her eyeshade, attacked Margaret from the first point 
with a battery of booming ground strokes deep to the 
corners and straight down the lines. The American was soon 
at 3-0 and 5-1. She took the set at 6-3 in 20 minutes. Margaret 
was tense as she struggled to find her touch. Nancy won the 
first game of the second set, but Margaret hung on. Smith’s 
serving and volleying became more decisive, and she led 
for the first time at 3-2. Margaret won the long sixth game 
and took the set at 6-3. Nancy was still in the match, although 
her service and drives had lost a little of their sting. Margaret 
got out in front at 3-all in the third, and from here on she 
looked the winner. It was a hard match, but tough early 
round struggles are often the deciding factor in producing 
the eventual champion. 

Other first round matches paled after the drama of this 
magnificent battle. The No. 1 seed, Sandra Reynolds of 
South Africa, looking like a piece of Dresden china, had an 
easy victory over Lorna Cawthorn. Third seeded Ann Hay- 
don and fourth seeded Lesley Turner were not extended. 
But the fifth seed, Yola Ramirez of Mexico, had to go all 
out to defeat Billie Jean Moffitt of California. The American 
Junior began well in her first Centre Court appearance. 
Her lovely all-court game had the experienced Yola con- 
tinually in trouble. An assortment of magnificent placements 
were intermingled with loose shots as Billie Jean attacked 
behind serve and backhand. But the Mexican star is one of 
the shrewdest players in the game. She took the first set 
11-9, although Billie Jean captured the second at 6-1. Un- 
fortunately for Billie Jean, play was stopped on account of 
darkness, and the following day Yola soft-balled and played 
strictly to Billie Jean’s forehand. The consistent Mexican 
won the final set with ease. I believe the American would 
have won if darkness had not stopped play. 
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Margaret Hellyer of Australia gave Christine Truman, 
seeded No. 6, a good match with her steady, fluent drives 
before she bowed in two 6-4 sets. Angela Mortimer, No. 7, 
still nursing a tennis elbow, had a walk-over. The only Ameri- 
can seed, Karen Hantze (No. 8), played well to overcome 
Mrs. Pierre Darmon, the former Rosa Maria Reyes of Mexi- 
co. Watching the latter were husband Pierre, brother Esteban, 
sister Patricia, who played in Wimbledon’s Junior event, 
her mother-in-law and her 6-month old baby! Sally Moore 
lost two 7-5 sets to Belgium’s Christiane Mercelis. Jan Le- 
hane, Australia’s second ranking player, beat Russia’s young 
Anna Dmitrieva 6-4, 6-0. Carol Hanks lost rather sadly to 
the No. 1 player of Austria, Miss Schuster, and Gwen 
Thomas went out to Merrill Hammill Mark, Bob’s attractive 
bride. Australia’s 16-year old Robyn Ebbern found England’s 
Elizabeth Starkie much too steady. 

As the Championships progressed, the betting favored a 
Sandra Reynolds-Margaret Smith final, although Truman 
was given an outside chance. The occupants of the Press 
Box followed the fortunes of their fellow-countrymen, but 
when their favorites were eliminated many of them, par- 
ticularly the Southern Europeans and the South Americans, 
switched their allegiance to the prettiest girl. Sandra’ Reyn- 
olds was the favorite, but perhaps because of her charm and 
grace the fact that she is really a one-stroke player was 
overlooked. Her forehand, a truly mighty shot, controls her 
destiny. As the Championships went into the second week 
and the versatility of the other competitors became ap- 
parent, I felt that only a miracle could give this delightful 
and beautiful South African the Championship. 

One of the surprises of the next round was the defeat of 
Lesley Turner (No. 4) by Mimi Arnold on Court 13. Mimi 
out-thought and out-played the Australian in every depart- 
ment. Her change of pace and length had young Lesley 
completely confused. The same afternoon Jan Lehane easily 
defeated Shirley Bloomer Brasher, one of England’s stalwarts 
for the past decade. St. Louis’ Justina Bricka made a bril- 
liant debut as she beat Donna Floyd, ranked far above her, 
on the No. 1 Court 6-1, 9-7. Justina made a fine impression 
in England, and she and Frank Froehling had a good 
“mixed” record. 

On Friday Yola Ramirez defeated British Wightman Cup- 
per Deidre Catt on Court No. 2 before 5,000 people. Deidre 
had beaten Yola three times before. Her flowing drives, hit 
so crisply, have always bothered Srta. Ramirez. The English 
girl began confidently and took the first set at 6-3. The 
second was all Yola’s, but the bouncy English girl came 
back strongly to lead 3-1 in the third. Here she faltered as 
she twice double-faulted. The experienced Yola never let 
Deidre back into the game. 

The first week of Wimbledon, which ended in torrid 


temperatures of over 100°, witnessed the surprising defeat

of South Africa. Ann began well as Renee struggled to find 
her length. Haydon was still in command in the second until 
she missed a chance for 4-2. Then the South African took 
the offensive.

The Second Week 


The Truman-Smith encounter was an epic struggle and 
Christine won only after surviving two match points against 
her. Margaret was the better player for most of the match, 
and one could only feel that it was as much Wimbledon that 
beat her as it was Christine. This is not intended as a slight 
toward Chris, but when she is on the Centre Court her op- 
ponent must feel that she is playing against 15,000 people. 
The crowds are fair, but Chris is their darling. 

Margaret completely outplayed Chris in the first set. Her 
easy movements and all-round game forced wild errors for 
Truman. At 3-all in the second the Australian tensed up. 
She served a double when, at 40-30, she had point for 4-4. 
Then, showing incomparable courage, Chris attacked the 
net on every ball and, with devastating backhand volleys, 
dominated the play. The girls were now even, each having 
won a set at 6-3. 

Chris broke service in the first game of the third. Then 
Margaret swept ahead to lead 4-1. Chris, again displaying 
magnificent heart, boomed to the net and fiercely hit her 
forehand and service, fully realizing that it was now or 
never. She won the next two games at 15. It was now 4-3. 
The next game was crucial. There were four deuces and twice 
Margaret had game point. Chris played a series of lunging 
crosscourt backhand volleys to save the game. The crowd 
roared. But Margaret was ahead again at 5-4 and 6-5, and 
it was here she had her first match point. Chris was drawn 
wide out of court on her forehand. She hit a desperate drive 
which scraped the top of the net. The entire court was open, 
but Margaret overhit the baseline by three inches! 

However, Margaret recovered her composure and raced 
ahead for 7-6. With Chris serving Margaret had another 
match point, but rather tamely she drove wide into the 
tramlines. It was the end of the match. Chris broke through 
with a couple of sizzling backhand volleys to lead for the 
first time in the match! Then Christine, like a ship in full 
sail, thundered in her service, drives and volleys, climaxing 
victory on her first match point. The roar from the crowd 
could be heard all the way to Essex. 

While this great drama was being enacted on the Centre 
Court, an equally exciting contest was being staged on Court 
No. 1. The ladies were Karen Hantze of the U. S. and Renee 
Schuurman of South Africa. Here, too, the loser had match 
point. The American Junior Champion began well against 
Renee with her serve and volley tactics. The South African 
has a glorious flowing forehand and she was able to pene- 
trate Karen’s rather inconsistent forehand by driving deep 
to the corners. She won the first set. Karen volleyed well 
in the second and had Renee chasing all over the court as 
she took it 6-2. In the final set the unseeded Renee led at 
4-2. She then served three doubles and Karen rallied to 
lead 5-4 and match point. But it was not to be. Karen 
served deep to Renee’s backhand and the South African 
passed her with a glorious backhand. Thereafter Karen ap- 
peared to tire. The cheering from the Truman-Smith Centre 
Court match seemed to bother her and she was never again 
in the match.

Both girls know each other’s game intimately. During 
this year's Championships both had reached their greatest 
heights. Angela’s tactical brain had worked to perfection 
and physically she seemed to have overcome past indisposi- 
tions. Christine’s star had never shone so brightly as she 
went from strength to strength during the week. 

Angela began firmly and was 3-1 and 4-2. Both girls kept 
good length and fenced to find each other’s backhands. At 
4-3 Angela was 40-15 for a 5-3 lead, but Chris saved the 
game.

Chris’ 
movements became easier again and, with the sympathy of 
the crowd behind her, she struggled through the third game 
and slowly got back into the battle. They were level at 3-3, 4-4 
and 5-5, but one sensed that Angela’s superior match-playing 
qualities in the crisis must win the day. And so it proved. 
Angela broke through to lead 6-5, went quickly to 40-0 on 
her own serve, and became Champion of 1961 on her second 
match point. 


The Doubles 


The doubles were dominated by the exciting play and 
team work of two American Juniors, Karen Hantze and Billie 
Jean Moffitt. They were unseeded, but en route to the Cham- 
pionships they defeated the No. 1 team of Sandra Reynolds 
and Renee Schuurman, the No. 4 team of Sally Moore and 
Lesley Turner, and the No. 3 team of Margaret Smith and 
Jan Lehane in the final, 6-3, 6-4. 

Smith and Lehane dropped the first three games and lost 
the first set 6-3. In the second set the American girls led all 
the way, surviving q near crisis at 3-2 and again at 4-4. 
Billie Jean played brilliantly, although Karen provided the 
generalship of this fine combination. It should be recorded, 
however, that Maggie Smith played the final under the 
handicap of a high temperature and chill. 


The Juniors 
Clark Graebner of Cleveland dominated the Wimbledon 


Junior singles event. He came through easily to the final, 
where he had a good win over the very promising young 
Austrian, E. Blanke, 6-3, 9-7. Kathy Chabot so completely 
dominated the Junior Girls’ event up to the last round that 
her scores were all 6-0, 6-0. These results possibly gave her 
a false sense of confidence, for in the final match against 
the very talented 15-year old Russian, G. Baksheeva, Kathy 
led 2-0 and was ahead 4-2 but lost it 6-4. She was also 2-0 
and 5-2 ahead in the second but lost it 8-6. Much more will 
be heard of this young Russian player who has a well- 
rounded game as well as excellent concentration.

TEACHING AND COACHING 


by JOHN F. KENFIELD, JR. 


The First Lesson 

The instructor’s first lesson with a 
new pupil is usually the most important, 
for it is during this lesson that the pupil 
forms an opinion of his teacher. If he 
likes his teacher’s manner and method 
of instruction, he will usually continue 
taking lessons. When one is trying to 
earn a living teaching tennis, this is apt 
to be a very important consideration, 
and it might be well to point out a few 
things that should be accomplished dur- 
ing the first lesson with a new pupil: 

1. Make the pupil feel at ease. 

2. Be enthusiastic and encouraging. 

3. Try to keep the pupil from becom- 
ing self-conscious. Many parents like to 
watch the lesson and often a child is 
more conscious of the parents’ presence 
than of the instructions given by the 
teacher. If this is the case, the instruc- 
tor should explain this to the parents 
and ask that they leave the child com- 
pletely to the instructor until this ten- 
dency toward distraction is overcome. 

4. Put yourself at the level of the 
pupil, both literally and figuratively. 
Bend down or squat when working with 
young children. Keep your directions 
simple; use simple terms. 

5. Never lose your temper. Be firm 
about commanding your pupil’s atten- 
tion but don’t “blow up” when you have 
a hard time getting it. 
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6. Work hard and don’t become dis- 
gusted when the pupil fails to “catch on” 
immediately. These pupils are a chal- 
lenge to your ability and you must ac- 
cept the challenge. 

7. Some adults will try to give the 
lesson for you by telling you what is 
wrong and how they should correct the 
fault. You must let them know that you 
are the teacher and not be afraid to 
contradict them when you know you are 
right. 

8. Try not to work for a long time on 
a single stroke when dealing with young 
children. They will become bored and 
not concentrate. This is true of most 
young people even up to the age of 
eighteen. 


Teaching The Beginner 


Before starting on footwork and 
strokes, it might be well for the instruc- 
tor to spend a few minutes talking over 
equipment requirements with his new 
pupil. If the beginner does not have his 
own racket, he should be advised regard- 
ing his choice of rackets. Weight, handle 
size, and the most suitable type of 
strings for the individual in question 
should be mentioned, together with 
prices he should expect to pay. Also, it 
would be well to advise him with regard 
to proper clothing, particularly shoes. 

The instructor himself should, of 
course, be certain that he has all the 
necessary equipment. In deference to the 


best traditions of the game and for pro- 
fessional dignity, he should be properly 
attired. It is a good idea to have an extra 
racket in the event the beginner has not 
yet purchased one. The most important 
item of the instructor’s equipment is a 
light-weight but sturdy basket which 
holds at least 40 to 50 balls. 

The forehand drive is almost univer- 
sally the first stroke taught. It is the most 
natural stroke and the easiest to learn. 
This is followed by the backhand and 
then the serve, or overhead. When the 
pupil becomes fairly proficient at these, 
he should be brought up to the net and 
instruction in volleying begun. 


The Beginner’s Forehand 


The grip (Eastern). Show the rela- 
tionship of the “V” between the thumb 
and the index finger to the top bevel of 
the handle. Fingers should be spread. 
Youngsters may “choke up” on the han- 
dle. 

The stance. Facing the net, feet spread 
slightly, knees bent. The throat of the 
racket rests in the left hand. 

Forehand footwork. The simple pivot 
should be demonstrated by turning the 
back to the pupil rather than facing him. 
The pupil should be told that his success 
at the game will depend to a great ex- 
tent on how well he learns to move his 
feet. He must also be shown how to use 
his left foot as an “adjustor,” placing 
this “front foot” according to how near 
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or far away from his body the ball is 
coming. 

Next he should be made to practice 
the rhythmic drill shown in the photos, 
first in time with the instructor and then 
alone. When he has mastered the timing 
and rhythm, he is ready to be taught 
the swing, which he should learn in con- 
junction with the footwork, not separ- 
ately. 

The swing. The instructor should 
demonstrate in slow motion and his ex- 
planations should be very simple. As a 
starter, the following should be pointed 
out: 

1. Racket back with pivot 

2. Step forward on left foot and 
swing as weight shifts 

3. Racket kept low on backswing, ris- 
ing on forward swing 

4. Long, smooth follow-through 

Corrections and additional explana- 
tions may be made as the necessity 
arises. 

Steps in teaching the forehand to be- 
ginners. The procedure outlined below 
will vary with the age and ability of the 
learner. However, most young children 
should be taken through every step. The 
same procedure may be used in teaching 
any of the strokes. 

1. Practice swing and footwork, first 
with the instructor and then alone, fac- 
ing him. When working together, the 
pupil should be encouraged to imitate 
the instructor’s swing. If necessary, the 
instructor should stand behind the pupil 
and help him through the swing in order 
to give him the “feel.” 

2. Next the pupil is allowed to stand 
sideways to the net while the instructor 
drops balls for him and the pupil at- 
tempts to hit them over the net. Again, 
it may be helpful for the teacher to aid 
the pupil by swinging and hitting with 
him. This exercise should be continued 
until the learner has developed a fair 
swing and his rhythm and timing are 
good. 

3. Now the instructor may stand with 
his back to the net and toss balls to the 
pupil, whose position on the court should 
depend on his age and apparent ability. 
Young children should be allowed to 
stand inside the service line. The balls 
should be tossed softly and in a position 
which will not require any difficult foot- 
work. When this phase has been mas- 
tered, the instructor should increase the 
difficulty of the shot by varying the toss. 

The amount of time spent on these 
various phases will depend upon the age 
and ability of the pupil. Children six to 
eight years old may require several les- 
sons of “tossing” before they are ready 
to attempt to rally with the instructor. 

These are the most comman difficulties 
experienced by the beginner. Corrections 
advised are deliberately simple, and the 
instructor must remember never to give 
more than one direction at a time.

The Beginner's Backhand 

The grip. Turn the hand to the left 
until the inside of the thumb rests 
against the side facet of the handle, thus 
providing support. Beginners should be 
made to practice this grip change until 
they can “feel” both grips and know 
they are correct without looking down to 
check. 

Backhand footwork, This is, of course, 
the same as for the forehand, except that 
the feet must work in reverse. 


BEGINNERS’ FAULTS 


1. Swinging body rather than the arm. 


2. Failure to use left hand to help. 


3. Chopping, or hitting down on the 
ball. 


The Beginner's Overhead 

This stroke should be taught in lieu 
of the serve up to the age of approxi- 
mately ten years. As soon as it is mas- 
tered, work on the serve should be 
started. 

The grip. Same as forehand. 

Footwork, This is relatively the same 
as is used for the forehand, except that 
the pupil need not pivot the body as 
fully as is required in executing a 
ground stroke. 

The swing. The swing should be 
likened to the action used in throwing a 
ball. The racket should be pulled 
straight back over the shoulder, close to 
the head. The swing should be out to- 
ward the net, with the face of the racket 
tilted slightly down. There should be 


some wrist snap as the ball is hit, and 


without looking down at racket and 
hand. Practice at home. 

3. Keep wrist locked. Sweep ball with 
entire arm. Don’t slap it. 

1. Learn to relax. Have pupil attempt to 
hit the ball as softly as possible. 

5. Have pupil concentrate only on pivot 
for a few shots. 

6. Racket head must be kept low on 
backswing. Hit up and over the ball. 
Keep elbow close to body. 

7. Reach out with arm and racket. Fin- 
ish over left shoulder. 

8. Gently roll face of racket over and 
towards the ground as the ball is hit. 


The swing. The racket must be kept 
low during the backswing, and the left 
hand should help guide the racket by 
lightly holding it at the throat until con- 
tact is made. 

The instructor may use the same steps 
for teaching this stroke as are recom- 
mended for the forehand. Many of the 
faults that are in evidence when teach- 
ing the forehand will appear in similar 
ways on the backhand. These listed be- 
low are additional ones which seem to 
be more peculiar to the backhand. 


INSTRUCTOR’S ADVICE 


1. Look over shoulder at ball and keep 
shoulders sideways longer. Give rack- 
et a push with the left hand. 

2. Use the left hand to get the racket 
back and through. 

3. Hold the racket head down with the 
left hand and “lift” the ball over the 
net. 


the follow-through should be on the left 
side of the body. 

Steps in teaching the overhead to be- 
ginners. On this shot the instructor’s 
procedure will differ slightly from that 
used in forehand and backhand instruc- 
tion. He should first give a demonstra- 
tion and then have the beginner swing 
through with him several times. If neces- 
sary, the beginner should be taught to 
throw a ball over the net without using 
a wind-up. 

Standing at the net, the instructor 
tosses balls about 15 or 20 feet into the 
air. The ball should bounce about 5 feet 
in front of the pupil. He is instructed to 
get into position while the ball is in the 
air, then to hit it as it comes down from 
the first bounce. He must be encouraged 
to take the racket back into the cocked 
position early.

The Beginner's Serve 

Youngsters should be taught two types 
of services at this point. First, and of 
primary importance, they must be taught 
the common slice serve, using a full 
swing. However, in order that they may 
be able to put the ball into play con- 
sistently and hence enjoy the game, the 
instructor should also teach a swing 
which might be called the “half serve.” 
This term is used simply to indicate that 
no backswing is used, and the player 
commences the stroke with his racket 
already in the cocked position. 

The full-swing serve. 

The grip. Same as forehand, or per- 
haps a little toward the backhand grip. 
This should be decided after some ex- 
perimentation. 

The stance. Youngsters should be al- 
lowed to start from behind the service 
line, then gradually move back to the 
baseline as their strength and ability 
increase. The left foot is placed just be- 
hind the line and should be at about a 
15° angle toward the line. The right foot 
is parallel with the left and about 12 
inches to the rear. 

The toss and swing. From the “ready” 
position, both arms are brought down 
together until they are opposite the right 
leg. At this point the hands come apart 
and the left hand carries the ball up in

Before attempting to 
hit the ball, the beginner must be made 
to practice this “down together, up to- 
gether” drill, first without tossing the 
ball, and later including the toss. Con: 
siderable time should be spent on this 
phase of serve instruction, because the 


toss is generally the most difficult feature j™ 


of learning to serve well. It is well to 
advise the pupil to use a practice exer- 
cise during his spare time at home in 
order to hasten the learning process. 


From the fully cocked position, the 


hit is made by snapping the racket up 
and out toward the net, utilizing the 
strength of both wrist and arm. This 
action is exactly the same as pitching a 


baseball and should be explained as such} 


to the pupil. Again, before allowing the 
learner to actually hit the ball, the entire 
swing using both arms must be practiced 
to develop good timing and rhythm, 
When the first full-scale attempt is made, 
the beginner’s toss is usually so poor 
that he must go into contortions in an 
effort to hit the ball. As a consequence, 
the instructor must insist upon the pupil 
concentrating primarily on the toss of 
the ball. Youngsters should not attempt 
to hold more than one ball in the left 
hand when learning to serve.

The beginner will encounter other dif- 
ficulties, but these are the main faults 
which need immediate attention. 

The half serve. Grip and stance are 
identical to those used for the full serv- 
ice. However, the ready position differs 
in that the racket is brought up to the 
cocked position before the toss is begun. 





The serve is simplified by eliminating 
the rhythmic backswing, thus reducing 
the action to a simple toss and hit. Be- 
ginners use this method of serving only 
when they have great difficulty in getting 
the ball into play when using the full 
swing. The half serve should be dis- 
carded as soon as possible. 




































































The Serve. Coach and pupil start the service action with left side toward net and feet slightly separated. The racket makes 
the half-circle from waist height to shoulder level, at which time the wrist is cocked and the racket head “scratches” the back. 
The arm is fully extended at the hit and, with the wrist snap, the body weight moves forward. 


In addition to beginning work on the 
forehand and perhaps the backhand 
during the first lesson, it is often wise 
to give the pupil a few exe: cises he can 
practice at home. Frequent'y it is quite 
difficult for young children io learn the 
relation of the distance between the hand 
and the center of the head of the racket. 
To make good shots it is extremely im- 
portant to hit the ball in the “sweet 
spot,” as the center of the strings is 
called. Until this proper relation of hand 
and racket is learned, most beginners 
have a tendency to contact the ball too 
far down on the strings, or even on the 
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wood at the throat of the racket. These 
beginners should be shown how to 
bounce the ball repeatedly on the 
ground, using the racket, and be en- 
couraged to practice this exercise at 
home. When they become adept at this, 
they should be told to practice bouncing 
the ball into the air. In other words, 
instead of bouncing the ball on the 
ground, they attempt to keep tapping it 
into the air without losing control. The 
relation of hand and racket as it meets 
the ball must be learned, and the sooner 
the better. 

Forehand, backhand, overhead, serve 


are the strokes that may be taught and 
learned most easily by beginners. Some 
will progress more quickly than others, 
and those pupils who need much repeti- 
tion may be kept interested by competi- 
tive gimmicks, such as keeping count 
(aloud) of the number of consecutive 
good shots. In this way the pupil is 
encouraged to break his own record each 
time. As the beginner progresses, the 
instructor should begin to mix the shots 
more, first in regular order, such as: 
forehand, backhand, overhead, forehand, 
backhand, overhead, and so on. Later 
the shots are given without order.

week-end at the British Colonial 

Hotel in Nassau. As we were sil- 
ting around the pool at lunch-time we 
saw Don and Deirdre Budge with Althea 
Gibson at a nearby table. Don told us 
that they had come down at the invita- 
tion of Huntington Hartford to play in 
a new kind of tennis tournament at Para- 
dise Beach. Pancho Gonzales and Jack 
Kramer were also in the draw. So we 
went over to the beach to see what it was 
all about. 

Right in front of the pavilion and on 
the tennis courts nearby were tables, 
somewhat larger than the usual table- 
tennis table. A rubber carpet was under 
the main table and the players used 
sawed-off tennis rackets and rubber 
balls. The scoring was the regular tennis 
scoring. In addition to the pros there 
was a full draw of local players and 
visitors and Don, Pancho and Jack alter- 
nated in umpiring the matches when not 
playing themselves. 


When Kramer introduced Althea as a 
former amateur champion, she corrected 
him to say that she was also the world’s 
professional champion. She then pro- 
ceeded to become the first champion at 
this new form of tennis by beating Nelle 
Longshore in the final. Her prize was a 
check while Nelle took the “amateur” 
trophy, a hideous and weighty statuette 
of coral. Althea then made a gracious 
speech in which she thanked Mr. Hart- 
ford and the officials for their hospitality 
on her first visit to Nassau and prom- 
ised to return next year to defend her 
laurels. 

We had a little talk with Jack about 
the goings-on in the tennis world and 
found he agreed with me that the form- 
ula of the USLTA for nine open tourna- 
ments was absurd. “There are not more 
than two places in the United States 
that have the facilities for holding an 
open tournament,” he said. “I person- 
ally would favor having only one open 
the first year to see how it works out.”

Suspensions of tennis players seem to 
be the order of the day—not only for 
throwing rackets or other misbehavior 
on the courts, but also for daring to 
criticize the top brass. We note from a 
recent newspaper report that Roger 
Becker, ranked No. 4 in England and a 
member of former British Davis Cup 
teams, has been suspended by the LTA 
for “conduct considered to be detrimen- 
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tal to the game.” It was reported that 
this action was due to Becker’s articles 
in the press criticizing British Davis Cup 
policy and Captain John Barrett, and 
that his suspension cannot be lifted until 
next October, thus keeping him out of 
the Wimbledon Championships and 
other summer tournaments. 


I did not see Becker’s articles. How- 
ever his teammate, Mike Sangster, came 
in for a bit of criticism from Bobby Wil- 
son in a letter addressed to British Lawn 
Tennis. “I think this young man should 
learn to walk before he runs. After he 
proves he can win home tournaments 
against his compatriots and so show 
himself to be the country’s No. 1 player, 
then he can conquer overseas fields. 
Until such time I think a little more 
action and a little less talk is the order 
of the day.” 


Of course Wilson’s letter is merely 
stepping on Sangster’s toes and not 
offending the powers who always resent 
criticism of any kind. Becker has long 
been a thorn in the side of British ofh- 
cialdom and he has at last, apparently, 
given them the opportunity they were 
looking for to discipline him. It may be 
wondered why Drobny, now No. 3 in the 
English ranking, was not also discip- 
lined for his criticism of the LTA for 
not accepting his offer to coach the Brit- 
ish Davis Cup team. As a result of this 
turndown, Drob has renewed his ar- 
rangement to act as coach for the Ital- 
ians. 


Censorship by officials of written arti- 
cles is a pretty arbitrary and far-reach- 
ing step. Tilden, old-timers recall, was 
once suspended by the USLTA and pre- 
vented from playing in a Davis Cup 
match because of his writings. However, 
Tilden’s suspension was not because of 
anything he wrote but because he broke 
one of the amateur rules of the time by 
writing about a tournament in which he 
himself was playing. Let us hope this 
disease of censorship does not spread to 
the United States. 


Speaking of Tilden, we came across 
a book of his which we had never heard 
of before. Its title is “Singles and Dou- 
bles” and it was published in 1923. 
Written at mid-point in his career, it 
contains many pages pertinent to the 
tennis world of today, such as these 
paragraphs from a chapter on Sports- 
manship: 


- 


“Tt is a law of the game that the word 
of a linesman or umpire is final; it can. 
not be questioned. Their decisions end 
the matter. Consequently there has 
grown up a fine, clean, spirit of sports. 
manship, an unwritten law, to the effec 
that no matter how flagrant the error 
may be on the part of one of these off. 
cials, if it be against you, no thought of 
questioning it may arise. Good sports. 
manship on the courts is more than see. 
ing that justice is done. It is generosity 
and, I might say, hospitality to your 
opponent. By all means be glad to play 
him and let him know that you are glad. 
Enjoy the battle. If you win, win with 
modesty. If you lose, lose graciously, 
without the too frequent excuses of the 
poor loser or the gloomy countenance of 
the grouch. Remember, when beaten, 
that a better player has won. Do not 
begrudge him his victory, but plan to 
defeat him, in turn, when next you meet. 
It is this spirit of come-back that charac- 
terises a great sportsman. A true sports- 
man really gives of his best at all times. 
He recognises the debt he owes the 
public that honors him by coming to 
see him play. For that reason he must 
give all he has in his matches. To shirk 
in exhibition matches because there is 
nothing at stake is the policy of the quit- 
ter, never of the sportsman. It is my sin- 
cere belief that tennis is a great power 
for good among the boys of this coun- 
try, for it is not only a game demanding 
perfect physical condition, but a mental 
keenness, fine nerve control and, by no 
means least, the highest spirit of sports- 
manship. For it is always to be remem- 
bered that tennis and good sportsman- 
ship have been, are, and will be synony- 
mous.”

QUEEN'S CLUB

The London Grass Court Championships meandered their 
gentle and meaningless way through a week of glorious 
June sunshine at Queen’s Club and, as befitted the con- 
ditions, ended in yet more Australian successes. Straightfor- 
ward power and athletics rewarded Margaret Smith with 
her expected victory and Bob Hewitt with a less predictable 
one. 

It was, as usual, a casual, shapeless tournament, with 
the amount of effort put into any one match only too often 
a matter for speculation. Results therefore had no calculable 
significance, since the attention strayed towards Wimbledon 
as inevitably as the players migrated each day to practise 
at the All England Club. 

This year’s invalid of the week turned out to be Rod 
Laver, who withdrew on the Thursday suffering from “flu. 
His absence made an unspectacular men’s field even less 
inspiring, and the semi-finalists were four fierce and .un- 
subtle hard hitters. Hewitt and Donald Dell had a close, 
temperamental encounter which the Australian had just 
enough extra control to win. 

In the other match, Chuck McKinley, bold and energetic. 
did everything that Bob Mark could do more sharply and 
easily. Mark is strong and efficient and plays according to 
the book; he has the kind of solid competence which gives 
very little chance to lesser players, as Bill Bond found out 
in the quarter-final. On the day, however, McKinley sus- 
tained an equal efficiency and his flair for instinctive im- 
provisation made his resources much greater in a crisis. He 
pressed Mark immediately by breaking serve in the first 
game and, although broken back in the eighth, he quenched 
the Australian’s hopes by at once taking the next two 
games, serving out confidently at love. The second set fol- 
lowed a similarly direct course. Four errors by Mark, serv- 
ing in the ninth game, settled the issue. 

It was hard to recognize McKinley in the final after 
this impressive performance. The bounce was gone or, 
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rather, it was a bounce, in the wrong direction. All his 
imaginative ideas for winners ended up as eccentric mistakes 
and Hewitt won quickly and without anxiety, 6-2, 6-3. 

The women’s singles at Queen’s seems a peculiarly pros- 
perous event for youth. Jean Forbes, Mimi Arnold and 
Karen Hantze all excelled on their first appearance there, 
and Nancy Richey maintained the tradition. The eyeshade, 
the ground strokes and the expressionless face drew the 
stock comparison with Helen Wills, but one felt it was not 
this but her apparent extreme youth that endeared her to 
the crowd. The eyeshade always looked too big and the 
racket sometimes too heavy for her. 

Miss Richey, however, is not a player who needs com- 
miseration. In beating Christine Truman she was cool, 
shrewd and extremely formidable. Truman played one of 
her more regrettable matches, in which one waited in vain 
for her to pull her game together. She persisted in hitting 
violently and charging to the net; apparently it never oc- 
curred to her that she had in Miss Richey a copybook 
victim for the drop shot and lob attack. 

When Christine, a set and 3-5 down, won four consecutive 
games, saving two match points, one would have thought 
that experience, if nothing else, could see her through the 
final set. As it was, Nancy won six calm, precise games, 
leaving Miss Truman looking sad and flustered. Her back- 
hand seemed more inadequate than ever by comparison with 
the hard, crisp shot with which Miss Richey so repeatedly 
passed her at the net. 

In the other half, Margaret Smith quickly beat an Ann 
Haydon who did not appear to exert herself unduly. The 
Australian had the fiercer weapons in the final, but also 
the more uncertain nerves. She won primarily because 
Richey never solved the problem of returning her first serve 
and could not outwit her speed and reach at the net con- 
sistently enough. The American gained a foothold in the 
match in the second set when Miss Smith hung back tenta- 
tively near the baseline and allowed Nancy’s backhand to 
expose the weakness in her own. When she returned to 
happier territory at the net, she quickly commanded a visibly 
tiring Richey in the final set by sheer weight of aggression.

ALLEN FOX WINS NATIONAL 
INTERCOLLEGIATES 


UCLA edged USC by one point to win 
its second consecutive NCAA Champion- 
ship during the week of June 19-25. The 
Bruins’ Allen Fox defeated Michigan’s 
Ray Senkowski for the singles title, 6-1, 
6-2, 6-4, and USC’s Rafael Osuna and 
Ramsey Earnhart edged California’s Bill 
Hoogs and Jim McManus for the doubles 
championship, 8-6, 9-11, 6-4, 9-7. 

The 1961 tournament, the 77th NCAA 
Championship tennis event, was held at 
Iowa State University in Ames, Iowa, on 
9 beautiful hard courts in front of en- 
thusiastic and appreciative crowds. 
Twenty-five schools were represented in 
the tournament, a somewhat surprisingly 
small number as compared with previous

years, but the overall caliber of play 
left little to be desired. 

UCLA, undefeated in dual meet com- 
petition this season, was expected to 
win the team title rather handily. When 
three of the Bruins’ four players were 
eliminated from the singles in the 3rd 
round, however, the Uclans found them- 
selves fighting for their lives; only some 
brilliant play by Allen Fox, coupled 
with some surprising upsets of USC’s 
top players, salvaged the title for J. D. 
Morgan’s crew. The team title actually 
was not decided until the final day. Go- 
ing into the finals, UCLA led USC by 
only one point. A win by Senkowski 
over Fox in the singles final and a win 


by Hoogs and McManus over Osuna and 


Earnhart in the doubles final would have 


resulted in a tie between the Trojans and 
UCLA for the championship. Fox won 
the clincher over Senkowski, however. 
and the Trojan win in the doubles did 
nothing to effect a change in the final 
team standings. UCLA finished with 16 
points and USC with 15. California sur- 
prised many by finishing a good third, 
with 11 points, and was followed in 
order by Miami, Stanford, and Rice and 
Michigan (tied for 6th). 

In a match lasting barely an hour, 
UCLA’s Allen Fox, seeded No. 1, de- 
feated Michigan’s Big 10 Champ, Ray 
Senkowski, seeded No. 7, for the singles 
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championship. Allen broke Ray’s serve 
almost at will. Ray experienced diffi- 
culty with his big first delivery, which 
had helped him attain his position in 
the final. As a result, Fox was able to 
return second serve to Ray’s weaker 
backhand. The Michigan boy’s back- 
hand, while usually steady and accurate, 
was not quite up to its usual standard, 
and Fox was in complete command as 
he chipped and played the ball on the 
rise on his way to the net. Once at the 
net he was much too quick and agile 
to be bothered by Senkowski’s backhand 
passing shots, and he rarely let Ray use 
his big forehand. 

Senkowski, after losing the first two 
sets rather badly, tried advancing to the 
net behind his serve—which he seldom 
does—and behind his backhand ground 
strokes, but a clever mixture of low, 
angled drives and well-timed, delicate 
lobs kept Ray off balance and made his 
volleys ineffective. 

In a “rubber-match” between two 
West Coast teams, three sophomores and 
one junior battled for more than two 
hours for the doubles title. USC’s Osuna 
and Earnhart had split two previous 
matches with California’s Hoogs and 
McManus. Rallies were fast and furious, 
with many rapid-fire net exchanges 
which delighted the gallery. The Golden 
Bears lost a golden opportunity to cap- 
ture the first set when they led 5-4 with 
McManus serving. But at this point, and 
again later when Cal led at 7-6 with 
Hoogs serving, Osuna and Earnbart re- 
sorted to a lobbing game. (UCLA’s Fox 
and Larry Nagler had tried similar 
tactics against Hoogs and McManus the 
previous day in a semi-final match, but 
the Bears managed to win in four close 
sets.) Forced into hitting four or five 
overheads on critical points, the North- 
ern youngsters felt the pressure and let 
the set slip away on some erratic smash- 
ing. 

The teams held serve throughout the 
long second set until Osuna was broken 
at love to tie the match at a set apiece. 
Hoogs was broken at the start of the 
third set, and again at 5-4 after the Cal 
team had succeeded in breaking Earn- 
hart at 5-3. The Trojans went ahead 2 
sets to one. In the 9-7 fourth set, rallies 
were long and exciting, with much 
maneuvering and poaching by both 
teams. Cal thrilled the crowd with its 
quickness and agility, while the Trojans 
were impressive with daring tactics. 
Several times during the set service was 
almost broken, but not until- the 16th 
game did Osuna and Earnhart combine 
effective service returns and aggressive 
net play to snare the coveted doubles 
title. 

As has happened so often in the past, 
the California schools dominated the 
seedings. Six of the eight seeded players 
were from a California school. Allen

Fox and Larry Nagler were awarded the 
Nos. 1 and 2 positions, followed by Ra- 
fael Osuna (USC), Norman Perry 
(UCLA), Bill Hoogs (Cal.), Ray Sen- 
kowski (Mich.) and John Skogstad 
(Miami). Among the placed players, 
many of whom barely missed seeds, 
were Willie Wolff (SMU), John Kara- 
basz (Miami) and Ronnie Fisher 
(Rice). Each was to be responsible for 
some startling upsets before the tourna- 
ment was only a few days old. 
Opening day matches ran pretty much 
as expected, but there were several near 
upsets. Mac White of Texas and Yoshi 
Minegishi played an extremely exciting 
match, with Yoshi squeaking through at 
6-4 in the third. Dick Leach (USC) and 
Don Ralph (Notre Dame) played three 


close sets, with Leach just a shade bet- 
ter. Lefty Jim Shaffer of Florida, using 
an assortment of sharp-dipping cross 
courts and top-spinning lobs, bothered 
the usually steady and reliable Tom 
Howarth of SMU enough to win in 
straight sets. Arizona’s George Stoesser 
had the misfortune to draw Fox in the 
first round. George played well and the 
score of 6-1, 6-4 is a little misleading, 
although Fox was always in command. 
Paul: Welles of California almost 
pulled the first upset of the tourney 
when he lost to Wolff at 8-6 in the third 
after having two match points. Paul is a 
hard-hitter who covers the court well for 
a big man, and he had the quick and 
agile Wolff scrambling for his life.

sets in a second round match. Rafael 
breezed through the first set easily but 
appeared to ease off a bit in the second. 
Como is too fine a player to be taken 
lightly, and after dropping the set at 
7-5, Rafael had to tend strictly to busi- 
ness to close out the match in the final 
set. 

A minor upset occurred in the second 
round when lefty Jim McManus of Cal 
went down to lefty Shaffer 3-6, 7-5, 6-3. 
McManus seemed to have the second set 
fairly well in hand, but he missed some 
not-too-difficult volleys at critical points. 

Wednesday was a bleak day for fav- 
ored UCLA. Three of the Bruins were 
eliminated. Minegishi pulled the first 
major upset when he defeated UCLA’s 
defending champion Larry Nagler 4-6, 
6-3, 7-5. The Stanford player had lost 
to Nagler earlier in the season during 
their only previous meeting, but it was a 
close match. Nagler knew he would have 
his hands full this time, and he started 
at full pace in an attempt to gain the 
upper hand. Rallies were at times bril- 
liant and exciting as both men rushed 
the net at every opportunity and held 
service pretty regularly. Nagler eased up 
on his overhead late in the final set. 
Yoshi played a beautiful lob back which 
the startled Nagler could not recover. 
The point resulted in the decisive service 
break. 

At the same time, unseeded but highly- 
regarded John Karabasz of Miami was 
eliminating UCLA’s Norm Perry in an- 
other close three-setter. John’s big serve 
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and forehand were a little wild at times, 
but extremely effective. Later in the day 
Osuna eliminated the third UCLA play- 
er when he edged out Paul Palmer 3-6, 
6-3, 7-5. Palmer held a 4-1 lead in the 
third, and Osuna had to call on every- 
thing he had to squeak through. 

Willie Wolff, unseeded, upset Miami’s 
John Skogstad 7-5, 6-2. Ramsey Earn- 
hart of USC, 6th seeded, had some diffi- 
culty with Shaffer’s assortment of chops 
and spins and fell behind 5-2 in the first 
set. He rallied, however, in a flurry of 
hard-hit volleys as he rushed Shaffer 
into errors and saved the set at 8-6. He 
had too much in the second set and won 
it handily at 6-2. Allen Fox had sur- 
prisingly little difficulty with Ronnie 
Fisher. Ron never quite got into the 
match, and his fluent ground strokes suf- 
fered from the fast courts and the ag- 
gressive, forcing style of play of the 
Californian. Michigan’s Ray Senkowski, 
on the other hand, had no difficulty in 
slowing down the net-rushing tactics of 
USC’s Leach to win in straight sets to 
round out the quarter-finals. 

The quarter-finals produced interest- 
ing tennis as hard-hitters opposed hard- 
hitters and tacticians opposed tacticians. 
Earnhart and Karabasz blasted tremen- 
dous serves at each other and depended 
on big forehands and hard-hit volleys. 
Ramsey was serving extremely well and 
Big John could do little more than bare- 
ly stay even. One service break in each 
set decided the match at 6-3, 6-3 for 
Earnhart.

Senkowski’s well-placed, deep ground 
strokes kept Minegishi from gaining the 
forecourt and the Stanford lad was 
forced into a backcourt match. Ray won 
the first set easily at love. Yoshi knew 
he had to gamble on risky advances to 
the net during the second set, and while 
he had much more success than he en- 
joyed from the back court, Senkowski 
still had too much for him and pulled 
out the set 6-4. 

The cagey Fox and the wiley Wolff 
engaged in a battle of cute, short, cross- 
court passing shots, cleverly disguised 
lobs and remarkable retrieving. Wolff 
played very well but could never take 
control as Fox’s exceptional touch and 
accuracy resulted in a flurry of winners 
after very interesting exchanges. Allen 
won 6-4, 6-4. 

Hoogs and Osuna battled on even 
terms during a long first set. It was a 
battle of the net-rushers, and only a 
point or two made the difference. Hoogs 
won the opening set 9-7. An early serv- 
ice break in the second set seemed to 
take the pep out of Osuna’s game, and 
Hoogs maintained his steady play to win 
the final set 6-3. The Californian played 
extremely good tennis, especially during 
the first set. 

In the semi-finals, Fox won relatively 
easily over Cal’s Bill Hoogs, 6-1, 6-3, 
7-5. Allen used his cleverly disguised 
lob very effectively, and he took much 
of the sting out of Hoogs’ quick net 
play with an assortment of low angled 
passing shots. He had Bill off balance 
frequently. Hoogs’ punch return of 
serve, which was so extremely bother- 
some to Osuna on the previous day, 
bothered Fox very little as he eased up 
to the net and played the service return 
on the rise. Hoogs’ serve, while steady, 
is not hard hit, and Fox was able to 
punch and chip it back in such good 
fashion that Bill was not able to make 
use of his very quick reactions at net. 
Rarely did Allen try a hard passing shot. 

Hoogs did not play as well as he did 
against Osuna in the previous round, 
but he was playing against a different 
style of game and was not given a chance 
to make use of his best shots. In the 
third set, however, he did much better, 
and had he been able to squeeze through, 
he might have made a really good go of 
it in the remainder of the match. 

In the other semi-final, Earnhart was 
trying to ease his USC team ahead of 
UCLA in his match with Senkowski. The 
Michigan boy is essentially a clay- 
courter, relying principally on well hit 
ground strokes and accurate passing 
shots. However, he had a full indoor 
season on wood, and he is a much better 
volleyer and server than he is generally 
given credit for. His return of serve, 
especially, is much more than merely 
steady. He chips his backhand low and 
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can angle it sharply, and he hits full-out 
on his forehand, many times for outright 
winners. 

Earnhart’s big serve, which blasted 
Karabasz off the court in the quarter- 
finals, did not prove nearly as effective 
against Senkowski. Ray was able to get 
it back regularly, and Ramsey was fre- 
quently passed on his approach to net. 
On other occasions he was forced into 
weak half-volleys or volleys which Sen- 
kowski was able to blast with his big 
forehand. Earnhart had difficulty with 
Senkowski’s delivery. Ray doesn’t hit 
the serve as hard as some, but it is hit 
hard and there are very few double- 
faults. He was in complete command of 
the match after a service break in the 
first set, and he won handily over the 
nation’s llth ranked player, 6-4, 6-2, 
6-2. 

The doubles seeds held up, which was 
a surprise to many observers because of 
the strong field entered. There were no 
startling upsets but there were many 
close matches. Perry and Palmer of 
UCLA barely outlasted California’s Paul 
Welles and Len Sapute, and Fox and 
Nagler, seeded No. 3, squeaked by Wil- 
lie Wolff and Tom Howarth of SMU in 
the second round. Osuna and Earnhart, 
No. 1, edged Perry and Palmer, 11-9, 
7-5, in the quarters, then beat Miami’s 
Skogstad and Karabasz in four sets in 
the semis. Hoogs and McManus had 
little trouble with Ogden and Minegishi, 
then justified their No. 2 seed by best- 
ing Fox and Nagler in the semi-finals,

DONALD MANCHESTER 
WINS AUGUST 
MARLBORO AWARD

Far removed from the off-court bat- 
tles of the tennis world which are receiv- 
ing so much notice these days (expense 
allowances, taxation of gate receipts and 
the issue of open tournaments) are a 
great many dedicated players who em- 
body the finest that tennis has to offer 
and who play and serve the game for 
the pure enjoyment of it. They are true 
amateurs in the finest sense of the word. 
They perpetuate the sport by quiet ex- 
ample. Here in New England, such a 
truly outstanding person is Dr. Donald 
Manchester, winner of the August Marl- 
boro Award in recognition of his devo- 
tion and contribution to the game for 
the last twenty-five years. 

Don is the most popular, fearless and 
feared competitor in regional play, as 
well as one of the finest sportsmen to 

race a court anywhere. He is the 
econd Vice-President of the New Eng- 
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land Association, a tireless worker in 
clinics, exhibitions and junior develop- 
ment, and an active member in innumer- 
able committees of Harrison Rowboth- 
am’s energetic administration. He is a 
true and superbly conditioned athlete 
whose schedule and stamina completely 
belie his 41 years. His current New Eng- 
land rankings are No. 7 in Men’s Sin- 
gles, No. 6 in Doubles, and No. 1 in both 
Junior Veterans’ categories. No slacken- 
ing off from any of these positions is 

indicated for the next several seasons. 
Dr. (for dentist) Don is a New Eng- 
lander by heritage and lifelong _resi- 
dence. The oldest of 5 children, he was 
born on October 18th, 1919, in London- 
derry, Vermont, a town then famous for 
its woodpulp industry and now as a 
ski resort. After moving several times 
during Don’s early years, his father 
finally settled in Newton, a suburb just 
. 


outside of Boston which Don has since 
perpetuated as the Manchester family 
residence. 

Don began to play tennis in the ninth 
grade. During the summer he and a 
handful of friends took over possession 
of the town courts under the tutelage of 
neighbor Bill Babcock, later Captain of 
the M.I.T. team. “I not only played 
against Bill every day,” Don says, “I 
also used to wake him up mornings to 
make sure that we'd be first on the 
courts. He was a good mentor. He pro- 
claimed that he would retire from com- 
petition if I ever beat him. When I did 
four years later, he took defeat gra- 
ciously but he kept his word.” Bill intro- 
duced 15-year old Don to tournament 
play in the form of one of Mrs. Wight- 
man’s famous one-set early spring events 
at Longwood. “I hardly had time to be 
nervous, he says. “Since I won no 
games, the set was over before I knew 
it.” But the competitive spirit had been 
given an outlet, and for the next several 
summers Don couldn’t get enough of 
tournaments. 

By the time Don moved on to Newton 
High, his tennis ability was already 
obvious and helped to account for an 
unbroken string of 57 wins—including 3 
State Championships—which the team 
piled up in the 3 years he played. Here, 
too, he first met and teamed up with Al 
(“Albie”) Everts Jr., for the beginning 
of a long and harmonious partnership. 
Don’s athletic career at Newton was by 
no means limited to tennis. During the 
off-season he captained the hockey team. 
made the All-State squad, and was a 
regular on the football team as well. 

In 1938, the year of his graduation. 
Don won his first major tournament. 
He and Everts gained possession of the 
Middlesex Bowl (one of New England’s 


strongest men’s events) by beating an-

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otham and Rodman. That fall he en- 
tered Hebron Academy in Maine. With 
Bill Power, a Worcesterite who still rates 
as one of the strongest players here- 
abouts, he again won the New England 
Interscholastics. There has not been a 
better schoolboy doubles combination 
since. 

The year and a half which Don spent 
at the University of North Carolina did 
much to further his tennis. He played 
No. 1 on the freshman team and prac- 
ticed regularly with such standouts as 
Harris Everett, Zan Carver and Alex 
Guerry. Returning home for the sum- 
mer of 1941, he climbed to the No. 4 
spot in the singles rankings—his best 
effort—while taking top position with 
Albie in the doubles, something they 
were to do four more times so that the 
phrase “Manchester and Everts” became 
an idiom in the New England tennis 
vocabulary. 

With the outbreak of the war, Don 
was taken into the Army, made a part of 
the Specialized Training Program and 
sent to Tufts Dental School in nearby 
Medford. Unfortunately, ASTP was 
destined for short life. “In 1944, when 
it ran out, they handed me a discharge 
and a good conduct medal, stipulating 
that I finish Dental School on my own 
‘and be ready for first call in case of 
emergency.” He continued at Tufts as a 
‘civilian and received his diploma in 
1946, having meanwhile met, courted, 
and married his wife Florence, daughter 
of a Medford dentist in whose house he 
|had roomed. Tennis during these years 
|was relegated to a strictly minor role, 
although Don did manage to play in a 
good many exhibitions for servicemen. 
There probably isn’t a New England 
tennis player who has taken part in more 
exhibitions than Don. He has always 
been in demand and has never refused 
an invitation or a request.

Having become a full-fledged dentist, 


_Don spent a year as an associate and 
then took over his present practice and 


house in Auburndale. For the next sev- 


eral years he was successful in all de- 


partments. The first two (of four) fami- 
ly additions arrived, he was establishing 
himself professionally, and his collec- 
tion of trophies was growing to respect- 
able proportions. Into this blissful state 
of affairs came notice from the army in 
1952 that, due to the Korean emergency, 
his services were being recruited once 
more. 

“As things turned out, I didn’t have 
a cause for complaint,” says Don. “Not 
only was I able to find a good interim 
successor to keep the Auburndale teeth 
filled but, after a stint at Donaldson Air 
Force Base in South Carolina, I was 
shipped to Europe where I had always 
wanted to go. In the spring of 1953 we 
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landed at Bremerhaven for duty in Trier 
and Koblenz. I immediately became the 
victim of a phenomenal stroke of luck 
when, during the unloading of the crate 
containing all my dental equipment, a 
cable snapped, causing the crate to be 
deposited at the bottom of the Bremer- 
haven Canal. It was the beginning of 
the German tennis season and, since it 
took 314 months to replace the equip- 
ment, I had all kinds of time to play in 
tournaments.” 

Soon after, Don established himself 
as Rheinland-Meister, a title conferred 
upon him after victory in the West- 
phalian Championships, together with a 
cup which was presented by a French 
General in the best cheek-kissing tradi- 
tion. “German tennis was none too good 
at the time,” he says, “but the enthusi- 
asm was tremendous.” His serve in par- 
ticular was a source of admiration, and 
he spent many a free afternoon trying 
to teach its fundamentals to youngsters 
who were eager to copy it but who were 
handicapped by not having learned to 
throw balls the way that American kids 
do. His German stay produced several 
other highlights, among them two Wies- 
baden exhibitions against Gottfried Von 
Cramm. 

From 


1954 on, following his dis- 
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The Manchester-Everts combination were the Mulloy & Talbert of the New England 





charge, Don once more confined himself 
to the New England tennis scene, adding 
official duties to his player activities. 
While he has both the talent and the 
spirit to do well in the big tournaments, 
his professional commitments do not 
allow him the time to play in them. He 
and Al Everts do put in an annual 
appearance in the National Doubles at 
Longwood and have always acquitted 
themselves well. Three years ago they 
reached the third round, where they lost 
to Fraser and Cooper in three long 
deuce sets. In 1956 they won the Mas- 
sachusetts State Doubles over Henri 
Salaun and Blair Hawley. It was a 
match which Don remembers vividly 
because it was the only time Al ever 
spoke to him on the court in all the 
years of their partnership. “I double- 
faulted at the beginning of the fifth set,” 
he recalls. “Albie suddenly turned 
around, looked sternly at me and said, 
‘Dammit, get that first serve in!’ I was 
so shaken up that I had trouble throwing 
the ball up straight, but we won any- 
way.” 

In singles Don holds wins over such 
respectable opponents as Dave Johnson 
from Washington, Dick Sorlien and 
Henri Salaun; he is an accomplished 
volleyer with sound groundstrokes, hits

area, having five times been ranked No. 1 in their section. 
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consistently harder than any other New 
England player, and is capable of scor- 
ing winners from any point in the court. 

Don’s official capacities have varied 
in scope. Among them—and there are 
too many for a detailed listing—have 
been several chairmanships on Ranking 
and Junior Development Committees, 
terms on the NELTA Nominating Com- 
mittee, and two years as Third and Sec- 
ond Vice-President of the Association. 
He considers ranking duties the most 
taxing. He feels that a maximum number 
of players should be listed in the rank- 
ings at the end of each season since it 
means as much to be 40th to a player 
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When it comes to tennis courts the

While he is satisfied that the organized 
foundation for creating interest and 
opportunity for youngsters in tennis has 
been well laid, he thinks that more 
emphasis should be given to the 15 and 
18-year olds. “I don’t know how other 
sections fare, but here in New England 
we seem to be losing boys in this group, 
just at the time when their interest 
should really be building up. Here, after 
all, is where all our top players should 
be coming from.” He was responsible

“It’s time that tennis players stop 
being nice about other sports and start 
taking pot-shots at their claims of pro- 
moting fitness. Neither golf nor bowling 
involve a defense against the opposition, 
and they are certainly not body condi- 
tioning sports. As for baseball, take the} ; 
publicity and the beer license in the ball 
parks away and see where popular inter-| /*_ 
est would be. An outfielder doesn’t do} ‘at 
as much running in a whole game as a 
tennis player does in a single deuce set, 
and I’d stack up Gardnar Mulloy at 47 
against any ball player over 35 for 
condition.” 

Little League baseball doesn’t fare 
much better. “The fathers buy a uniform 
and a glove for their kids and think that 
they’ve transformed them into athletes, 
No wonder American youngsters are not 
physically fit. In tennis we have a sport 
which builds the body and develops 
mental attitude. It is the gateway for 
lifelong friendships and enjoyment. And 
what do we talk about? How to make 
more money at tournaments!” 

Don voices the sentiments of the true 
amateur. He speaks as one who has 
known all the advantages and benefits 
of the not-so-big-time tennis that is be- 
ing played throughout the country. He 
has worked hard and always willingly 
towards the perpetuation of the game. 
He exemplifies the very best values that 
the game is capable of producing. The 
Marlboro Award could not go to a more 
deserving recipient.

The LTA also 
endorsed a motion which would pre- 
vent anyone having a financial 
interest in the game from taking 
part in its administration. This 
would give Jack Kramer no say in 
the control of world tennis. The 
3ritish proposal will be presented 
to the Annual Meeting of the ILTF 
in Stockholm next month... When 
Karen Hantze, America’s No. 2 
ranking woman, played Ann Hay- 
don in the third round at Queens, 
she was three times warned by the 
umpire, Eric Auger, to refrain from 
sitting down in between games. 
Karen is a slow player, and when 
the match was over her victorious 
opponent commented: “I believe it 
took two hours and 13 minutes, but 
it wasn't all tennis.” British sports- 
writer Frank Rostron, whose pen 
has never been noted for its gentle- 
ness, wrote: 

“Ann Haydon, Britain’s joint top- 
ranking player and seeded No. 3 at 
Wimbledon, had an exhausting two 
and a quarter hour battle royal at 
Queen’s Club yesterday. Despite 
losing the second set, Ann always 
looked the likely winner. But neither 
physically nor mentally was it a 
good tuneup for Wimbledon because 
she got flustered and irritated by 
crafty Karen’s delaying tactics. She 
finished serving several double 
faults that were not good for her 
confidence. Karen, who kept talking 
to friends in the galiery, delayed 
sometimes to drink water, some- 
times to suck oranges, and also 
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ttt 
contravened the rules by sitting 
down and resting. Three times um- 
pire Eric Auger, of Shirley Park, 
had to ask her to stand up when she 
sat down in a courtside chair and 
broke the ‘play shall be continu- 
ous’ rule. Courtside disciplinarians 
agreed she would be severely cen- 
sured for these tactics at W imble- 
don.”

The closest tie of the European 
Davis Cup quarter-finals was played 
between Italy and Germany. The 
final and deciding match was called 
because of darkness when Nicola 
Pietrangeli and Wilhelm Bungert 
stood at 3-all in the fifth set.

The New York Times’ Allison 
Danzig, the dean of American ten. 
nis writers, devoted four page-long 
columns in the Sunday Times to 
the problem of open tennis. For over 
thirty years Danzig has advocated 
the holding of open tournaments, 
The hesitations he now has are due 
to the role that Jack Kramer may 
play in the holding of such events, 
The ever-gentle Al wrote his sharp- 
est article relative to professional 
promoter Kramer. Said he: 

“The development of greatest 
significance since the Paris federa- 
tion meeting [In 1960 the ILTF, 
meeting in Paris, voted against the 
proposal to hold open tournaments] 
is the new policy of Kramer. As if 
outraged by the defeat of the open 
tournament plan, he began signing 
players all over Europe and wher- 
ever he could get them. He was no 
longer confining his offers to Wim- 
bledon and Forest Hills champions. 
He was luring away players who 
had passed their prime, players who 
showed no promise of becoming 
first class and players who had not 
yet attained maturity—anyone who 
had any name at all... This heavy 
raiding of the amateur ranks made 
no sense as a profit-making venture. 
It could only be surmised that 
Kramer, who heretofore had signed 
only one or two players of the top 
class a year when available, was 
showing the federation who was the 
boss of tennis and was bent on hav- 
ing what amounted to his own 
‘open’ tournament by taking every 
possible amateur whose entry might 
be accepted for an official open... 

“The lack of regard Kramer has 
shown for the welfare of amateur 
tennis in stripping it prematurely of 
players such as Gimeno and Buch- 
holz, should give amateur tennis 
pause in its dealings with him. He 
has shown at the same time an in- 
explicable disregard for the future 
of his own professional game .. . 
Not only is Kramer weakening ten- 
nis with his raids. He also is ridi- 
culing the game with the same old 
drivel about amateurs taking money 
under the table . . . For years 
Kramer, both as an amateur and as 
a professional player and promoter, 
was held in high esteem by every- 
one in tennis. His honesty, fairness 
and sportsmanship were exemplary. 
Davis Cup team captains called him 
in for advice and he spent con- 
siderable sums in working with 
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unior Davis Cup squads. No one 
was better liked or had more friends, 
nd his devotion to the game that 
ad made him famous and rich was 
nquestioned.

Nancy 
Richey defaulted in the Wimbledon 
doubles and flew back to the States 
because of a strained back ... Dray- 
ton Nabers, the captain-elect of the 
Princeton team, was selected “Play- 
er of the Year” in the Eastern Inter- 
collegiate Tennis Assiciation : 
At the Hurlingham Garden Party 
just preceding Wimbledon, the girls 
wear their pretty tennis dresses. Not 
to be outdone, Gar Mulloy turned 
up in a jacket, on the back of which 
was written: “If you can’t beat me 
you need lessons.”
